Provides for Six Loops. 


Six loops are provided by the plans of the 
traction company. The construction of an- 
other river tunnel will enable the division 
of the North Side lines. The Wells street 
cables will use the La Salle street tunnel 
and the Clark street line the new tunnel in 
Dearborn street. Lines entering the La Salle 
street tunnel will be operated from La Salle 
to Madison to Dearborn to La Salle. Those

{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
LONDON, July 26, 4 a. m.—Mr. Conger’s 
letter, the. substance of which has been 
transmitted to the United States Secretary

TIEN TSIN; Wednesday, July 11.—[Copy- 
right, 1900, by the Associated Press.}—The 
allies today sustained 100 casualties in re- 
pelling an early morning attack on the rail- 
way station across the river from the for- 
eign settlement. A regiment of Japanese, 
a battalion of French from Tonquin, and 
the Hongkong Sikhs participated in the 
fighting, driving the Chinese before them 
at the point of their bayonets, killing, it 
is estimated, 300 of them. 

The allies had planned a general move- 
ment against the Chinese position, and a 
contingent of the Ninth United States In- 
fantry landed at midnight, prepared to ad- 
vance. 

The movement was postponed, howeve 
after a part of the troops had started on 
account of the difficulties encountered in 
crossing the canals. The Chinese appar- 
ently ha been informed of the plan and 
gathered a large force opposite the station. 


Fighting Hand to Hand.

OF TAKU FIGHT. 


Explains Why American Ves- 
~ gels Took No Part in At- 
tack on Chinese Forts. 


OTHER SHIPS IN BATTLE. 


Commander Wise of the Monoe- 
acy Describes Engagement 
as He Saw It. 


PORT IS ALMOST DESERTED. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—The Navy 
department today made public the mail re- 
ports of Rear Admiral Kempff, explaining 
his reasons for refusing to join with the ships 
of the other powers in the attack on the Taku 
forts, and giving an account of the attack, 
which includes many details not heretofore - 

published. Admiral Kempff also incloses the 
report of Commander Wise of the Monocacy, 
giving a graphic acount of the action. 

Rear Admiral Kempff's explanation for 
refusing to participate in the attack on the 
fortifications of a power with which we were 
at peace is warmly commended by Secretary 
Long. 

Why Kempf Held Aloof. 

The reports are as follows: . 

“United States Flagship Newark, Taku, 
China, June 17; 1900.—Sir: I would state 

what follows in regard to the happenings 
previous to the resolve yesterday by the other 
senior foreign’ naval officers here to get 
n of the Taku forts. 

“On Thursday, June 14, Rear Admiral 
Bruce called and asked what I thought of 
the matter, and I informed him that | was 
not authorized to initiate any act of war 
with a country with which my country was 
at peace; that my Hmit was to protect Amer- 
ican interests, both by regulations and under 
recent instructions from both the depart- 
the United States naval force on the 0 
station. 

On the 15th, at a consultation of the other 
foreign naval officers, it was agreed that the 

railroad station at Tong Fu should be 
taken—the railway is under Chinese gov- 
ernment control—and in case any Chinese 
government force acted against the force 
of any foreign nation all should be involved 
and act unitedly. Under my instructions I 
could not join in taking possession of Chinese 
government property, and did not care to be- 
come a party to such an agreenrent without 
special authority. 

“ Yesterday, June 16, the same foreign 
naval officers signed a compact that it was 
necessary to take temporary possession of 
the Taku forts, and notice was served on the 
Viceroy at Tien Tsin and on the commandant 
of the forts. Consuls at Tien Tsin were in- 
formed of what was contemplated. I did 
not join in the attack on the forts. Cap- 
tain Wise of the Monocacy had orders to :

How Forts Were Attacked. 


“United States Flagship Newark, Taku, 
18, 1900.—Sir: I have the honor 
report as follows: — : 

The commanding officers of the gunboats 
in the river met on the afternoon of June 
16 and agreed for the senior officer of the 
gunboats to direct the movement. This offi- 
cer happened to be a Russian. The positions 
for the various gunboats were then as- 
signed, taking positions in the second 
‘reach’ of the river above the north fort. 
The gunboats participating were the Ko- 
reetz, Guilak, Bobr, Russian; IItis. Ger- 
man: Lion, French; Algerine, English. The 
English torpedo boat destroyers Fame and 
Whiting joined in the latter part, after se- 
curing the captured torpeao boats near 
Tong Ku. The Japanese gunboat claimed 
/ that the engines were disabled, so it re- 
mained moored near Tong Kt, and was as- 
signed charge of the lroad station at 
that place. 

- The United States steamship Monocacy, 
being under orders, remained moored at 
Tong Ku, and took no part in the action. 
Many foreigners were afforded shelter and 
protection during the night. A copy of the 


Monocacy is herewith inclosed. 


Forts Begin the Fight. 

“The vessels, except the Iltis, took their 
assigned positions early in the evening of 
the 16th instant, and, at about 12:55 a. m., 
one hour before the expiration of the time 
limit, all the fort guns which could be 
trained on the ships fired simultaneously, 
many shots striking the Koreetz. 

“The vessels returned the fire with a 
rapid fire from their guns, which, with 
the exception of the guns of six-inch caliber, 
were of small rapid-fire type.

| Explosion on the Guilak. 
About 4:30 a shell entered the magazine 
of the Guilak, blowing it up, causing it to 
take water, and burning forty-seven men 
more or less severely. The ship got over an 
awning (as a collision mat), and after a few 
hours’ work was floating at the normal 
height. 
+ “At about 5 a. m., the gunboats having 
silenced the northwest fort, a landing force 
charged and occupied it, where, hoisting the 
flag, a few casualties occurred, notably, 
the Captain of the Japanese landing party 
and one English sailor killed and several 
wounded. The Chinese then abandoned the 
north fort. which is joined to the northwest 
fort by a protected passage. After about 
two hours more the south forts were taken, 
after the explosion of the magazine. Most 
of the occupants fled, but were not pursued. 
Some thirty or forty were found hiding in 
various parts of the fort. The various na- 
tions participating hoisted their flags on 
the various flagstaffs. 


: Mud Forts Are Unharmed. 
| “The forts being of thick mud and grass 
adobe were but little damaged by the gun 
fre, although they received a host of pro- 
jectiles. The guns and gun-shields as a rule 
were not damaged. Two or three of the mod- 
ern guns were disabled. 

“The dead Chinese were not counted, 
but it is estimated by eye-witnesses that 
some 200 dead were left in the fort.

Statement of Commander Wise. 


Following is the report of the action made 
by Commander Wise of the Monocacy to 
Rear Admiral Kempff: 

„ United States Steamship Monocacy; 
Tong Ku, China, June 17, 1000,—Sir: I have 
the honor to report upon the occurrences 
since yesterday noon. I attended a meet- 
ing of officers at 6 p. m. on board the Bor- 
bora. I was shown the protocol and ulti- 
mat um as to the Takuforts. The signatures 
to the document were autographic, and, as 
yours was not appended, I informed the 
senior officer that he would have to leave 
the Monocacy out of the plans and places 
for vessels of the attacking forces. 

“ The first gun was fired at 12:45, and with 
the simultarieous diseharge that followed 
two of the shots passed over the Monocacy, 
although the vessel was out of the line of 
— between the forts and vessels attack - 
ng. 

The Iitis did not leave its berth, which 
was a short distance-from mine, until 10:30, 
and the Japanese did not leave during the 
bombardment, 

“The fire was well sustained on both 
sides, and although shells continued at in- 
tervals to pass me or burst short or beyond, 
I attributed it to a wild firing by the forts. 

Shell Strikes the Monocacy. 

About 2:30 I was standing on top of 
pllot-house by the Gatling. I had mounted 
there when I heard a shell approaching, 
and immediately a crash. The second cut- 
ter hanging at the davits a few feet below 
and behind me had been struck by a shell. 
It entered the stern, tore out the bottom, 
and, ranging dlagonally across the ship, 
‘struck out the after fall of the steam launch, 
smashing port forecast the ladder and 
passed through the ship's side, in which it 
left a clear-cut oval two feet by ten inches. 
There were many men on the forward main 
deck, and it must have gone as close to 
some of them as it did to me. It fortunately 
missed the launch's davit, as that would 
have caused it to explode; 

It was difficult to make out how the 
allies were faring, but they were evidently 
closing in, as, after 8 a. m., discharges from 
guns like Gatlings or Maxims were heard. 
At 4 o'clock there ‘was a tremendous ex- 
plosion and a mass of flame, which I at- 
tributed to a magazine in one of the forts. 


Moves Out of Line of Fire. 


“ Towards 4 o'clock the bursting of shell 
in my near vicinity increased to such an ex- 


tent that it occurred to me that the forts 


might be directing some of their fire on 
the railroad station, as in this flat country 
it was a prominent mark, and a number of 
Japanese and Russian troops were encamped 
around it. In such case the Monocacy 
would be in considerable danger from a 
fire which I had hitherto considered bad 
shooting. Acting upon the thought, I at 
once cast off everything. I steamed away 
from the bank and went twe miles up the 
river, anchoring in the first bend. This move 
was made at 4:50,and at 5:30,the fire slacken- 
ing and a Japanese flag floating over one 
of the forts, I returned to my berth. 
was able to render the follo as- 
sistance: First, a party of thirty-seven 
women and children, refugees from the mis- 
gion at Taku, who had fled hurriedly on 
notification of the bombardment. They 
Came aboard last night at 9 p. m., and are 
still with me; also came two officers of H. 
M. 8. Barfieur, who had come down from 
Tien Tsin too late to get to any English 
ship. As I was coming down the river at 6 
a. m. met an English torpedo boat towing 
a Chinese boat prize—I had no small boat 
to make a landing so I sent the launch 


to run a line ashore, for which thanks have 
been returned. I have taken on board and 


had surgical attendance for the following: 
A Japanese soldier with a gunshot wound, 
a Chinese coolie found close to the ship 
with arm torn off by fragment of shell, a 
Russian soldier with wound in the hand. 


Taku Practically Deserted, | 

“ This place is deserted. by every one; no 
trains, no telegraphic communication on 
shore, but I had a phone from Mr. Potten- 
gill, who reports all quiet since first disturb- 
ance. 

“I known nothing of the fight except that 
the forts were taken. I feel a natural re- 
gret—shared, no doubt, by the officers—that 
duty and orders prevented the old Monocacy 
from giving its ancient smoothbores a last

Washington, D. C., July 25.—A discussion 
of the authenticity of the dispatch from’Min- 
ister Conger, supposed to have been dated at 
Pekin on July 18, and which was transmit- 
ted to the Navy department today by Cap- 
tain Thomas of the Brooklyn at Chefoo, de- 
veloped the fact today that several years 
ago a copy of the State department cipher 
code disappeated, and never has been re- 


covered. These code books are numbered 


and receipted for when placed in the hands 
of those entitled to them. 

The State department officials decline to 
discuss the story of the theft of the code 
book, but do enter a denial that they ever 
entertained a suspicion that it had fallen 
into the hands of the Chinese government. 

It is known that several years ago a copy 
of the old State department cipher, which 
since has ehanged, was made. A copy of 
this, the authorities have strong reasons to 
believe, found its way into the possession of 
another government—not the Chinese. 


This old code has been out of general use | 


for many years, but Minister Conger is one 
of the few officials who has been using it. 
He does not employ the new code.

GENERALS WILL CONSULT 
Minister Wu Offers Explanation

STICKS TO SAFETY PROMISE. 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—[ Special. 
Military operations by the allied forces in 
China are to be conducted through the me- 
dium of an international board of strategy. 

At least that is the program of the ad- 
ministration authorities hefe, and confer- 
ences with the representatives of the foreign 
countries in Washington have resulted in 
the general understanding that such a plan 
will be much more satisfactory than to at- 
tempt to have the operations of the allies 
conducted by a commander-in-chief. Ef- 
forts to agree upon any one of the foreign 
commanders to take supreme command have 
thus far failed, and the general conclusion 
has been reached that it will be much more 
satisfactory for each of the foreign armies 
to preserve its own integrity and to act in 
conjunction with the other forces after 
each day’s program has been carefully 
mapped out by the proposed international 
board of strategy. This board will consist 
of the commanding officer of each of the 
foreign &rmies, and the purpose is to have 
it meet each day, or oftener, if necessary, to 
agree upon a campaign of action. 


Instructions to General Chaffee. 


Instructions which have just gone forth 
to General Chaffee require him to preserve 
the integrity of the American army. He is 
given plenary authority, under which he 
wil] be able to conduct all the affairs in con- 
nection with the American troops, even to 
the extent of directing a man to be shot 
without first conferring with the authorities 
in Washington. 

He is directed to act in conjunction” 
with the other allied forces. His instruc- 
tions do not admit of his being subordinated 
to any foreign commander. In consequence 
of the differences in habits and tempera- 
ments of the different forces it Has been 
deemed inexpedient to provide for the differ- 
ent forces as for separate armies. Each 
army will require its own particular kind 


seen how impossible it would be to attempt 
to provide regulations to meet the require- 
ments of all the allied forces if 

into one single army. Besides if there were 
a commander-in-chief of all the forces ali 
orders would have to be issued through him, 
and in the case of an offense committed by 
any soldier the commander-in-chief, who- 
ever he might be, would be put in the posi- 
tion of meting out punishment to a man be- 
longing to an army of some other country. 
This would necessarily lead to ill-feeling, 
not only on the part of the armies in the 
field, but of their respective countries, and 
be provocative of no end of frietibn. 

The War department authorities have been 
carefully examining pr ents for opera- 
tions between allied forces and have been 
unable to find any single instance where sat- 
isfactory results were obtained by attempt- 
ing to have a commander-in-chief for all 
the forces in the field. As a result Secretary 
Hay and Secretary Root have quite come 
to the eenclusion that the only practicable 
way of running affairs in China is for each 
country to preserve integrity of its own army 
and to have each day’s operations carefully 
mapped out by the representatives of each 
country after full and free conference.

I have all along been utging a 
relief expedition, but I can see that if the 
Ministers are safe and have been protected 
by the government it may look offensive to 
the Chinese to have an army dispatched to 
Pekin now. They are likely to misconstrue 
such a movement. 


Must Take Asiatic View. 


I do not wish to frighten people, and I 
only say this as a precaution. My people 
are so different from yours. Ever since I 
have been in America I have been trying 
to impress upon Americans fact that 
in dealing with Asiatics they must look at 
the thing from an Asiatic standpoint. The 
bombardment of Taku and the battle at 
Tien Tsin make an advance of the powers 
upon Pekin more difficult now than it would 
have been had those events never taken 
place. The Chinese may think now that 
the foreign army is coming to take their 
lives and destroy their property, and if 
they think that they will be on the defensive 
and are likely to begin their work by putting 
to death every foreigner in Pekin. After 
the foreigners are once well out of Pekin 
under Chinese escort I don't see why the 
allied forces might not go to meet them 

When asked if there would not be some 
danger of attacks from Boxers on the road 
between Pekin and Tien Tsin, Mr. Wu said:

On a level with the fourth story windows 
was a stone ledge twelve inches wide and 
sloping downward at the outer edge so as 
to make a foothold seemingly impossible. 
This ledge ran the whole length of the 
fourth story and ended four feet from the 
bay windows of the John Jones Building 
adjoining on the north. From the Manila 
club window to the Jones Bnilding was a

There was not an object in the whole forty 
feet for a person on the ledge to grasp ex- 
cept two telephone wires that hung down 
from the roof about half way and the pilas- 
ters the burning building, which project- 
ed between the windows about an inch.

Crowd Sees Woman Fall and Die. 


Then the great crowd witnessed the most 


frightful scene of the whole accident. Along 
the narrow stone ledge came Mrs. Anna 
McLaughlin, a widow and an employé of 
the Cobb shirt factory. The crowd saw her 
waver at the dizzy height. Some shouted 
for her to go back and others for her to 
go on. No one kuows whether it was the 
confused cries from the street below or the 
heat and smoke pouring out below her that 
A. Kenney, 2910 Cottage 
Grove avenue, who was on the ledge behind 
her, says that the stones were so hot it was 
almost impossible to cling to them. Ken- 
ney’s hands bore out his statement, for they 
were seared with long black lines where the 
stone burned into them. 

When Mrs. McLaughlin was almost at the 
end of the ledge she wavered. Then she 


’ clutched at the stone pilasters and managed 


to reach the end. There the sight of the 
gap over which she had to jump apparently 
broke her courage. She tottered an instant 
on the ledge and then fell, without uttering 
a sound, sixty feet to the sidewalk. 

Her death did not prevent several others 
from making the perilous leap to the Jqnes 
Bullding window, and finally the last Per- 
son on the fourth floor had been saved. 

The tenants of other offices, many of them 
cut and bruised by the explosion, already 
had made their way to the street. In an 
hour the fire was out, a 4-11 alarm having 
brought enough engines to the spot to get it

BLAME LACK OF F IRE ESCAPES. 
Tenants of Building Bitterly Criticise 
Failure to Supply Them and Officials 

| Admit Fault of Inspector. 


Regarding the lack of fire, escapes, P. L. 


| 


Marshall of Knight and Marshall, agents for 
the building, said: 

We would willingly have put a fire es- 
cape on the bullding if the city officials had 
requested it. The elevator is inspected reg- 
ularly, but I never heard of a building in- 
spector visiting the block or seeing any need 
of a fire escape there. Like every real es- 
tate agent, we run our buildings as econom- 
ically as possible, and so we did not put a fire 
escape on of our own accord. There has 
been talk from time to time of a new build- 
ing, or I suppose we would have been more 
anxious to improve this one. We always 
comply with the city ordinances, though, 
and if the Bullding department had notified 
us to erect a fire escape we would have 
obeyed. We didn’t know there was any 
celluloid in the bullding.“ 

Officials in the Building Commissioner's 
office admit that Fire Escape Inspector 
Michael Rayspis was negligent in the matter. 
The last inspection of the building was made 
in January, 1899. The fire escape inspector 
was ordered to enferce the ordinance re- 


quiring escapes. He did not report that they | 


had not been placed on the building. Deputy 
Building Commissioner O’Shea, who has di- 
rection of the fire escape inspectors, said 
that the department did not know that fire 
escapes had not been erected. Some action 
probably will be taken with reference 15 the 
negligence ef the inspector. 

“I gave the agent a verbal notice,” he 
sad, about six months ago. Of course, the 
escapes should have beey putin. The build- 
ing was defective in that it had but one 
place of exit, the elevator and wooden stairs, 
side by side.“ 

Corporation Counsel Walker, who is act- 
ing Mayor in the absence of Mayor Harri- 
son, said that fire escapes should have been 
on the building. The ordinance requiring the 
erection of fire escapes on all buildings of 
four or more stories was passed on March 
28, 1898. He admitted that the Building de- 
partment was at fault in not enforoing the 
ordinance against the owners of the build- 
ing where the lives were lost yesterday. 

Chief Swenie of the Fire department said 
that some one was responsible for the neg- 
lect, and that had there been a fire escape 
or had those who jumped waited for the de- 
partment with fire nets all probably would 
have been saved. 

Speaking of the death of Mrs. Mc . 
Chief Swenie said she met death before the 
fire apparatus reached the ground or she 
could have been saved by the aid of one of 
the life nets, ‘‘ The great trouble we have 
had at such fires is that the people do their 
jumping or falling before the firemen get to 
the spot,“ he said. “If we always could 
reach the scene before the people fall or 
jump we could save their lives and limbs 
with the nets. So far, however, we have 
been able to use the nets to advantage only 
at one fire—the Armour fire.”

Cicero Board Extends Limits 
Where Liquor May Be Sold 
to Cover Racetrack. 


WILL NOT STOP GAMBLING 
Chief of Police Is Discharged and 
Plan to Increase Force Is 
| Dropped, 


UNANIMOUS ACTION TAKEN. 


Gambling and liquor selling will be per- 
mitted to flourish at the Hawthorne race- 
tracks without interference from the Cicero 
authorities. At a meeting which lasted 
till midnight the Town board voted unani- 
mously last night to amend the town ordi- 
nances by extending the liquor license dis- 
trict so as to include all the property of 
the tracks. The plan for the establishment 
of a police force of 200 members was abol- 
ished and Alexander 8. Ross, Chief of Police, 
was discharged. Only Trustee E. M. Cole 
was absent when the vote was taken.

The action was taken in the face of the 
expressed opposition of the people of Oak 
Park. Citizens of Berwyn, Clyde, Morton 
Park, Hawthorne, La Vergne, and Grant 
Works, however, had issued a petition ask- 
ing the board to expend no more money in 
attempts to prevent gambling and liquor 
selling at the tracks. The petition was as 
follows: 

To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Town 
of Cicero: We, the undersigned citizens of the 
Town of Cicero, respectufully request your hon- 
orable body to take action rescinding all appro- 
priation of moneys made with the object of closing 
up Hawthorne racetrack and, if need be, separate 
said track from the Town of Cicero.

TWO INDEPENDENT CONCERNS TO 
SELL AT 25 CENTS A HUNDRED. 


Lincoln and Haegele Companies Fight 
the Knickerbocker Combination’s 
Advance to Thirty—Put Up Price, 
and to Secure Monopoly Begin to 
Purchase All the Lake Property 
Available in Illinois and Wiscon- 
sin—Some of the Plants Idle. 


Further evidence of the efforts of the 
Knickerbocker Ice company to monopolize 
the ice trade of Chicago was made known 
yesterday following the announcement of in- 
dependent concerns that they would sell ice 
to family consumers at rates below the ice 
trust prices. 

To fight the advance to 30 cents a hundred 
pounds recently made by the Knickerbocker 
combination, the Lincoln Ice company, Ful- 
lerton and Ashland avenues, has decided to 
sell ice to families for B cents a hundred; 
and the Haegele Ice company has instructed 
its peddlers to sell at the same price. By 
this method the two eompanies expect to 
be able to compel the trust to reduce its 
prices or go out of business on the North 
Bide. 

Opposition to the trust has been shown 
by the independent dealers ever since the 
Knickerbocker people gave the tip that 
the price of ice this summer was to be ad- 
vanced hy the trust. On July 5 A. B. Hadden, 
superintendent of the Knickerbocker com- 
pany, presented the Lincoln company with 
a scale of the advanced prices and asked 
J. F. Maginnis,

Following out their plan 
monopoly, the Knickerbocker people, to pre- 


The attempt of the Knickerbocker con- 
cern to have exclusive control over the 
plants at Burlington, Wis., has resulted in 
a suit against the company and the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul railroad. Last spring 
the Lincoln company bought 275 acres of 
lake property at Burlington, which was 
adjacent to property owned by the Knick- 
erbocker company. The railroad refused to 
supply the Lincoln company with transpor- 
tation, saying the business supplied by the 
Knickerbocker concern was sufficient for 
their capacity. The suit was brought about 
through the claim of the Lincoln company 
that the railroad was not extending the 
privileges of a common carrier. 

‘* We are going to keep our prices down to 
25 cents a hundred pounds,” said Mr. Magin- 
nis. The fact that the Knickerbocker com- 
pany two years ago bought out the old Lin- 
coln company does not in any way mean 
that the present company its identified with 
the trust. In their effort to wipe out the 
competition of independent companies the 
Knickerbocker company last spring adopted 
the cut-throat method of doing business. 
They offered to sell ice to the customers of 
the dealers for 15 cents a hundred pounds. 
This offer wag soon met by cut prices 
from us. Then the Knickerbocker people 
advanced their prices to 25 cents. There is 
no reason why they now should get 30 cents a 
hundred.“

AND ALMOST KILLED. 
Stands on Head for Over 4 Hour with 


Mangled Arm Held Fast— Engine Is 
Moved to Release Him. 


Louis Gohrbrandt, private engineer for the 
American Book company in the Ludington 
Building, narrowly missed a horrible death 
yesterday. He escaped, however, with no 
worse injuries than a broken rib, a mangled 
arm, and several slight cuts on his scalp. 

Gohrbrandt was alone in this room and 
was oili the engine while it was run- 
ning at low speed. He was leaning over 
the engine and the sleeve of his juniper 
caught in the flywheel. The sudden jerk 
caused him to lose his balance and fall upon 
the wheel. 

He was unable to break the stout canvas 
jacket and was being slowly pulled over the 
wheel towards the ground. His cries for help 
brought the fireman from the next room, 
who shut off the steam. 

His arm had been pulled around under 
the flywheel and was wedged between it and 
the floor, while his overalis, catching on one 
of the levers of the engine, held him in an 
upright position on his head. After the en- 
gine had been taken from its base and raised 
by jackscrews Gohrbrandt was taken out. 
He had been in the position for an hour and 
a quarter. He was taken to St. Luke’s Hos- 

tal and is not fh a critical condition. His

SNEAK THIEVES STEAL 
$3,500 AND RUIN WEST 
SIDE SALOONKEEPER. 


Arnold Kruger Secures Large Sum to 
Redeem Pay Checks and Is Robbed, 
Placing Him Under the Necessity of 


Making It Good. 


Sneak thieves secured $3,500 from the com- 
bination saloon and dwelling-house of Ar- 
nold Kruger, 878 West North avenue, yester- 
day afternoon, and by the robbery have 
completely ruined Kruger, for, though the 
money was not his own, he is responsible 
for its safety. Kruger’s saloon is located 
among big foundries and factories that pay 
their men in checks, and he has been ac- 
customed for the last seven years to cash 
these every fortnight. 

Yesterday morning he secured from his 
bank a sum larger than usual, in readiness 
to oblige the workmen later in the day, 
secreted the money, placed in an old tin Hox, 
under the bed in the room directly 
the saloon. 

When Kruger, at 6 o'clock, went to get 
the money it was gone. The half-crazed 
man made frantic search for his wealth, but 
the only result of his endeavors was finding 
the tin box in the back yard, broken open, 
with a few pennies and dimes still in it. 


SHOOTS WOMAN, THEN HIMSELF 


Ludwig Rassmussen Murders Mrs. 
Augusta Bergenthal and Com- 
mits Suicide. 


| Mrs. Augusta Bergenthal, 854 West Ohio 
street, a widow, 88 years old, was shot and 
killed yesterday morning by Ludwig Rass- 
mussen, who then shot himself and died a 
few hours later. Both were shot in the head. 

There were no witnesses to the shooting, 
which took place shortly after 7 a. m., and 
it was 11 o'clock when the woman's 10-. 
year-old daughter, Annie, returning home 
for luncheon, broke open the doors with the 
aid of a neighbor and found her mother dead 
and Rassmussen unconscious, a revolver 
clasped in his hand. 

Rassmussen was 50 years old and the 
father of six children, living at Racine, 
Wis. His wife also is said to be living. 
Formerly he was employed by Dr. Fenger, in 
Winnetka, but recently had been boarding 
with Mrs. Bergenthal. Jealousy is thought 
to have been the cause of the shooting. 

The police were notified, and Rassmussen 
was taken to the County Hospital, but died 
a few minutes after he had been placed on 
an operating table. He was too weak to 
make a statement. Rassmussen and Mrs. 
Bergenthal had been acquainted with each

MAY KILL THE BUCKET-SHOPS, 


| Board of Trade Directors Take Another 


Step Toward Keeping Quotations 
Away from Gamblers. 


The directors of the Board of Trade have 
taken another step in the direction of keep- 
ing quotations away from bucket-shops by 
the adoption of the following amendment to 
section 22 of rule 4: : ; 

The Board of Directors shall 
fixed times during the exchange hours zt which 
the market prices of transactions on such ex- 
change may be quoted by members to their cus- 
tomers. These fixed times shall be indicated by 
the telegraph transmitter upon the continuous- 
quotation tape, and the next quotation for the 
commodity and month immediately following such 
fixed times shall be deemed the quotable quota- 
tion therefor, and these shall be immediately 
posted on the blackboard in the exchange hall. 
No member shall quote by public or private wire, 
or otherwise, any price except such as is the first 
tor the cemmodity immediately following the 
time indicated on the tape, or such as is thus 
posted on such blackboard. No member shall be 
permitted to use prices made in actual transac- 
tions as qudtations or give the same to any person 
other than the one making the trade: Any mem- 
ber violating this shall, for the first offense.

Edward Carey Fires Bullet Into Michael 

Prindiville, Whom He Says Assault- 

ed Him on Porch of Mrs. Stedge’s 
Residence, Where Both Boarded. 


Michael Prindiville was shot and instantly 
killed at 8:30 o’clock last night at 4414 Ash- 
land avenue by Edward Carey. The mur- 
der occurred on the back porch of the house 
which ig occupied by Mrs. Bridget Stedge, 
whose son, Albert Stedge, three months ago 
killed William Hobson, a boarder at his 
mother’s house, by striking him with a bar- 
rel stave. Carey had been boarding at the 
Stedge home and Prindiville also boarded 
there. Thace was a rivalry between the 
men, the police say, over the affections of 
Mrs. Stedge, both of whom were suitors for 
her hand, and the shooting is supposed to 
have been instigated by ill-feeling. 

Carey was arrested and confessed the mur- 
der, but pleaded self-defense. Mrs. Mar- 
garet Murphy, 4427 Lincoln street, a witness 
of the murder, is being held to await the 
action of the Coroner, while detectives are 
looking for Mrs. Stedge, who has disap- 
peared. 

Carey was chatting with Mrs. Murphy on 
the rear porch when Prindiville appeared. 
When he saw Carey, according to the lat- 
ter’s story, he ordered Carey away, The 
latter refused to go, and Prindiville, Carey 
claims, kno him from the porch. Carey 
drew a revolver as Prindiville again ap- 
proached him and said. Come near me 
again and I'll shoot you.” Prindiville made 
a pass at Carey, who pointed his revolver 
directly into hisantagonist’s face and fired.

SAID SHORT $40,000 


PAYMASTER CARR, A GOVERN- 
MENT OFFICIAL, ARRESTED. 


Is Apprehended by Government Om 
ecials in Vermont — Prisoner Resists 
and Force Is Used to Bring Him Un- 
der Subjectton — Woman Detective 
Plays Important Role in Capture— 
Little Light on Offense—Connected 
with the Geological Bureau. 


St. Albans, Vt., July 25.—[Special.]—A man 
named Carr, an alleged absconding assistant 
paymaster in the service of the Geological 
bureau of the government, was arrested to- 
day on a train near this city, and is now do- 
tained in Burlington pending the arrival of 
officers from Washington. Many of the large 
towns on the main line of the Central Ver- 
mont railroad, in this State, have been care- 
fully watched for the last two weeks in 
the hope of capturing Carr, who is alleged 
to have appropriated to his own use $40,000 
of government funds. 

A woman known as Mabel Hatch and Carr 
have been corresponding, and he had 
planned to meet her in Burlington. The 
woman, whose home is in Randolph, sprained 
her ankle, and did not start for Burlington 
until Saturday. She was met at Eseex Junc- 
tion by government officials and a detective 
and told that she was to be arrested. She 
submitted without making a scene, and has 
been in custody at Burlington since, but the 
local officials there have maintained secrecy 
in order that Carr might be intercepted. 

Carr has been near the northern border 
of Vermont for about three weeks, waiting 
to meet the woman, to whom he appeared to 
be much attached, judging from their corre- 
spondence. The plan of the officers worked 
successfully, and Carr, ignorant of the de- 
tention of the woman, came on to meet her. 
A man who has been registered at a 
hotel here for ten days under the name of 
D. D. Stone, and who is a government civil 
engineer in the geological work on the Pa- 
cific slope, identified Carr as he passed 
through St. Albans. The arrest followed on 
the train, and was a stormy one. The use 
of a billy was necessary, and Carr threat- 
ened to use a revolver on the officers. 

The plans of Carr and the woman were 
discovered through correspondence which 
passed between them. A clever woman de- 
tect:ve, who adopted the dress of a country 
girl, and who has been known around Essex 
Junction for ten days or more as Miss Slack, 
discovered the plans of Carr. Besides the 
civil engineer, who went under the name of 
Stone while here, several other men from 
Washington havé been on hand at various 
points in Vermont to identify Carr should 
he arrive in town. : 

All the officials who are connected with 
the case surround it with an air of mystery, 
and refuse to give any details. It is ex- 
pected that after the usual legal formalities 
Carr will be taken to Washington. 


WABASH PASSENGERS 


HAVE NARROW ESCAPE 
FROM PLUNGE IN RIVER. 


Flywheel on Engine of St. Louis Limited 

Breaks and Locomotive Jumps the 

Track—Engineer Shuts Off Steam 
and Leaps Down Embankment. 


Hundreds of passengers on the Wabash 
railroad’s St. Louis vestibule limited train 
were in peril of death by drowning yesterday 
afternoon, and the catastrophe was only 
averted by the presence of mind exhibited 
by the engineer of the train, Thomas In- 
gram, who is now in Mercy Hospital suf- 
fering from a fracture of the right leg be- 
low the ankle. 

After shutting off the steam and apply- 
ing the brakes, which saved the train, travel- 
ing at a rate of almost sixty miles an hour 
around the curve which precedes the en- 
trance to the bridge over the Kankakee 
River at Custer Park, III., and all the pas- 
sengers aboard, Ingram, fearing death, 
leaped from the train down an embank- 
ment, seventy-five feet in depth, and es- 
caped with a minor injury. Before the 
engineer left his post the engine had jumped 
the tracks and was bumping along upon 
the ties at a terrific rate around the curve 
The engine continued along upon the ties, 
and the brakes, working effectively, brought 
the train to a stop just at the entrance to 
the bridge. 

Fifty miles south of Chicago Ingram 
saw the flywheel on the engine break. The 
broken parts were tangled up in an inetant 
with one of the driving wheels. The driv- 
ing wheel snapped and the engine Jumped 
the track. Quickly grasping the throttle, 
Ingram shut off the steam and almost simul- 
taneously he turned on the brakes. He 
shouted out a warning to the fireman back 
on the tender and then leaped from the cab. 


PREPARES TO STOP THE MAILS. 


Street Superintendent Stations Police- 
men for Protection of New 
Asphalt Pavement. 

United States mail wagons came near be- 
ing stopped by a policeman from the Central 
Detail yesterday morning at the temporary 
postoffice. The policeman had orders from 
Michael J. Doherty, Superintendent of the 
City Street bureau, to arrest any mail wagon 
drivers who attempted to drive over anew 
asphalt pavement which the city has placed 
on the east side of Michigan avenue just 
south of the Postoffice. After Superintend- 
ent Doherty had his policeman stationed to 
prevent the passage of mail wagons he asked 
Corporation Counsel Walker if he had done 
the proper thing. | 

“No, you have not,” he said to Mr. 
Doherty. Call your policeman off and I’if 
show you another way.“

JUROR SAYS IT WAS RIGHT. 


It dt had not been for a laugh, Emma 
Spelz might be alive today and Mrs. Holst 
not on trial for her life,“ declared James 
T. Brady, attorney for Mrs. Mattie Holst, 
now being tried for murder before Judge 
Baker, He made the statement yesterday 
at the close of the first day’s session of 
the trial. A derisive laugh, he sald, was 
Miss Spelz's answer to Mrs. Holst's re- 
monstrances in regard to the then existing 
relations between Miss Spelz and Mrs. 
Holst's husband, and but for this the kill- 
ing of Miss Spelz never would have occurred. 

The lawyer said that Mrs. Holst patiently 
had endured everything else—the pangs of

jealousy, the idle tales of mischief makers, 
the painful knowledge that she was being 
displaced by another in her husband's af- 
fection. But that single mocking laugh 
with which she was greeted by her rival 
stung her into a frenzy and made her mad, 
and in the sudden fit of insanity she caught 
up a Pistol and sent a bullet into the heart 
of the woman who had met her remon- 
strances with a laugh. 

Mrs. Holst went to her husband’s sa- 
loon on the morning of May 4,” said At- 
torney Brady, sent up-stairs for Miss 
Spelz, who lived above the saloon in what 
is known as the Spelz Block, and, when she 
came down, told her that she had been go- 
ing with Mr. Holst and must stopit. Miss 
Spelz at first denied it, but when pinned 
down to facts admitted that she had been 
going with Holst, and then with a con- 
temptuous laugh threw the injured wife 
into a fit of insane rage. Mrs. Holst seized 
a revolver and killed Miss Spelz. That is 
absolutely all there is to the case, and I 
don’t think the trial will consume much 
time.”’ 

If Miss Spelz simply had attempted to 
defend her conduct, the attorneys thought, 
Mrs. Holst would have contented herself 
with expressing her opinion of Miss Spelz 
and would have gone away. If Miss Spelz 
had cried, Mrs. Holst might have forgiven 
her on the spot, but that contemptuous 
laugh was more than she could endure. 


Will Make Plea of Insanity. 

Mrs. Holst's attorneys, Patrick H. O Don- 
nell and James T. Brady, will enter a plea 
of insanity in defense of their client. They 
will say that the derisive laugh caused an 
insane rage, and that while under its spell 
Mrs. Holst took the life of Miss Spelz. 

The influence of that laugh will be empha- 
sized by Mrs. Holst's attorneys, and will be 
one of the most, if not the most, important 
of the arguments set up by the defense. 
Criminal lawyers say that a laugh as a de- 
tense in a case of this kind never has been 
passed on by the courts, and wonder whether 
a jury will find that, under the conditions 
presented in this case, a derisive laugh was 
enough to arouse in a jealous woman an in- 
sane frenzy that would not stop at murder, 
and for which the person was not 
morally responsible. 

During the trial thé defense will put on 
the stand Dr. Alexander and Dr. Harold N. 
Moyer, specialists in nervous diseases, as 
experts, to prove that Mrs. Holst was men- 
tally incapable, at the time she shot Miss 
Spelz, to discriminate between right and

HEROS BATTLE GOES ON 


‘REBELS BESIEGE PANAMA AND 
THREATEN BOMBARDMENT. 
United States Takes a Hand and Tells 
the Colombia Revolutionists That 
They Must Not Shell the City—Gov- 
ernment Army Gets Reinforcements 
and Armistice Is Declared That the 
Dead May Be Buried—Casualties 
Have Been Heavy. 


COLON, Colombia, July 25.—Fierce fight- 
ing is still in progrese between the govern- 
ment troops and insurgents around Panama. 
The steamer Bernard Hall arrived at Colon 
from Savanilla at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
with reinforcements for the government, 
numbering 1,000. They were brought by 
General Campos Serrano, Governor of the 


department. 
The govern troops are still holding 
their ground. any have been kileld and 


wounded, and a four hours’ armistice was 
agreed upon to attend the wounded and 
bury the dead. | 

The cable between Colon and Jamaica was 
repaired today. 

United States Takes a Hand. 

Washiagton, D. C., July 25.—[Special. 
United States Consul Gudger at Panama 
today notified the State department that the 
Colombian revolutionists have demanded 
the surrender of Panama City and upon re- 
fusal had announced their intention of bom- 
barding the place. 

Consul Gudger was immediately advised 
to enter a protest against the contemplated 
bombardment and instructed to call atten- 
tion to the treaty ratified with New Granada 
in 1848 and still operative, by which the 
United States undertakes to insure neutral- 
ity on the isthmus, with the assurance that 
this government will see that such neutral- 
ity is not violated. 

The belief is expressed that this protest 
will be heeded. Otherwise the United States 
must stand ready to defend its remonstrance 
by force. 

The dispatch from Consul Gudger was at 
once sent to the Navy department, with the 
expectation that a warship will be sent to 
the isthmus at the earliest possible date. 

The battleship Iowa and the cruiser Phila- 
delphia are at San Francisco. It is expected 
the Philadelphia will be hurried to Panama 
with all haste. | 

Rebels in Greater Force. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, July 25.—The Cap- 
tain of the French steamer Souchet reports 
that the rebels have 1,500 men at Carozol, 
two miles from Panama, and 1,500 more 
nearer, splendidly armed and disciplined, 
while the government had only 700 troops. 

The principal government Generals had 
left Panama by the British steamer Leander. 

Since July 18 the post and telegraph offices 
have been closed at Colon and Panama by 
the rebel forces. 

Colon and Carthagena are without troops 
or government, the latter being carried on 
by citizens, 

Vessel Searched for Gontraband. 

Norfolk, Va., July 25.—[Special.]—Colom- 
bian Coffsul Carl Hugo Arnal today boarded 
the British steamship Alabama, which has 
aboard 3,000 tons of coal for the Panama 
railway at Colon. No contraband of war 
was found. Every vessel now leaving the 
ports of Norfolk and Newport News for 
Colombia is subject to a rigid search. 


MAKE AUTOPSY ON NEWBURY. 


Coroner’s Inquest Finds He Did Not Die 
from Drowning in Tub and Permits 
Funeral Body Was Embalmed. 


The funetal of Charles Newbury, over 
whose body his wife stood guard against 
the Coroner’s deputy on Tuesday morn- 
ing, took place yesterday afternoon. Deputy 
Coroner Garrett Reedy held the inquest at 
1 o’clock after an autopsy which was made 
by the Coroner’s physician, Dr. W. F. Noel, 
in the morning. 

In spite of the fact that the Coroner’s 
office had sent word on Monday night, after. 
receiving Dr. W. A. Bennett’s report on the 
case, that the body was not to be embalmed 
until the Inquest could be made, Dr. Noel 
found yesterday morning the body had been 
embalme d. 

The undertakers had gone ahead with their 
work on the strength of the death certificate 
of the family physician, Dr. H. P. Merri- 
man. Dr. Merriman said afterwards the re- 
sults showed conclusively that there was no 
water in the lungs of the dead man, and 
that therefore he had not died from drown- 
ing, but from locomotor ataxia. . 

Dr. Merriman's theory of the finding of 
the body in the bath tub is that Mr. New- 
bury went into the bathroom to bathe, and 
that, paralysis striking him, he fell forward 
into the tub, striking his head on a faucet 
and starting a flow of water into the tub. 

The Coronér’s jury found that death was 

caused by locomotor ataxia, and the funeral 
arrangements were allowed to proceed. Dr. 
Bennett, on whose report the Coroner or- 
dered an inquest, was not summoned to the 
inquest. The ‘body of Mr. Newbury was 
taken to Connecticut last night for burial.

PROMINENT LAWYER . 
AND CRIMINOLOGIST 
COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Herbert Stimpson of Wichita, Kas., 
Charged with Embezzlement, Firesa 
Bullet Into His Brain—Was Educat- 
ed in Paris and Heidelberg. 


Wichita, Kas., July 26.—[{Special. 
bert Stimpson, a prominent lawyer of this 
city and a criminologist of national reputa- 
tion, committed suicide today by shooting 
himself in the head. He had been arrested 
on the charge of embezzling $626 placed in 
his care to pay. off.a mortgage. Rather 
than face the disgrace he killed himself. 

Stimeon had a remarkable career. He 
was but 33 years of age. His father, Pro- 
fessor Stimpson, was for years cura tor of the 
Smithsonian Institution at Washington, D. 
C. Young Stimson was educated in Paris 
and Heidelberg. He later studied under 
Lombroso, the famous Italian savant and 
eriminologist. In 1891, after the death of 
his father, he was left penniless in Paris, and 
enlisted in the French foreign legion. He 
served in the war with Dahomey, and was 
decorated with the military medal of France 
for daring in blowing up the gates of the 
capital of that country, while under heavy 
fire, allowing the French troops to capture 
the city. | 

After his discharge from the army he lived 
in Paris. He wae there during the famous 
Oharity Bazaar fire in 1897, and was given 
the cross of the Legion of Honor for saving 
lives at the risk of his own. Since his resi- 
dence in Wichita, dating about two years, 
he has been decorated with the cross of the 
Order of The Crown by King Humbert of 
italy for distinguished scientific work. He 
was a prominent contributor to many 
French and Italian scientific journals.

JESTER’S SON ON STAND. 


TELLS OF FATHER’S MOVEMENTS 
AT TIME GATES DISAPPEARED. 


Says the Defendant Had Money When 
He Started on His Trip to Indiana 
with the Buffalo Calf—Weeps When 
He Recounts the Arrest of the Old 
Man on His Return Home—Prisoner 
Is Breaking Down Under the Strain 

_ of the Trial. 


New London, Mo., July 25.—[{Special.}— 


| Harvey Jester, son of Alexander Jester, was 


placed on the witness-stand by the defense. 
He testified that he was 50 years old, had a 
wife and six children, and that he Is a farm- 
er, and lives in the Creek Nation, I. T. 
When asked by Mr. Cullen what relation 
he bore to the old prisoner, he said: “ He is 
my father,” and broke down and wept. 

In 1870 his father lived in Kansas and 
owned a buffalo calf. He caught it in Kan- 
sas, and the witness helped him. 

After the cropping season was over, wit- 
ness went to Wichita and worked in a hotel. 
When he went back home his father started 
for Indiana. He counted his money in the 
presence of witness. He had about $350, 
with which he said he intended to buy a 
wagon and team in Indiana for the purpose 
of bringing his sister and her family back 
to Kansas. The witness gave his father 
$80 to help pay his expenses on the way. 
The son and father separated at Emporia, 
the father commencing his journey and the 
son returning to his mother. At some 
point in Illinois Jester wrote back to his

the latter part of April, 1872, when he was 
arrested. 


When arrésted Jester said: 

My God, what's this for?" 

Upon being informed that it was for the 
murder of Gilbert Gates he exclaimed: “I 
bought that team from Gilbert Gates and 
paid him $350 for it!“ 

Jester was taken to Wichita, where a pre- 
liminary examination was held, after which 
he was taken to Missouri for trial. He broke 
jail at Mexico in 1872 and returned home. 
The witness said: 

“I saw my father in 1872 at our home. 
My sister had died. My father took his de- 
parture. When he left he told me to take 
care of my mother and the children.“ 

The witness cried and sobbed. He could 
not talk. The old prisoner, who was sitting 
in a rocking chair, had been reading a letter. 

Seeing the commotion, he looked up and 
placed a handkerchief to his eyes, but there 
were no tears there. Three of the jurymen 
wept, as did a number of spectators, espe- 
cially the women. 

A long and rigid cross-examination by Mr. 
Forrest’ followed. When his father left 
home the last time he said nothing about re- 


turning. 

He rode away onahorse. He had broken 
jail and was leaving us, and I never expeoted 
to see him again. He did not leave any 
money when he left. The next time I heard

Belgrade Official Gazette of the betrothal of 
young King Alexander of Servia to the 86 
year-old widow of Dr. Maschin, former lady- 
In-Wwaiting to his mother, Queen Natalie, 
comes simultaneo ly with the issue by Peter 
Karageorgevitch of a circular letter to the 
powers, in which he reiterates his claims to 
the Servian throne and renews his protest 
against the Servian decree of 1868, whereby 
the Karageorgevitch amily, owing to their 
responsibility for the cowardly murder of 
Prince Michael III. of Servia, was banished 
forever from Servia, and had all its prop- 
erty confiscated to the state. . 

With regard to this circular letter it may 
be of timely interest to point out that the 
Karag ora i pre have not only no vestige 
of a right to the Servian throne, but not 
even 195 the title of Prince, which they have 
usurped—the latter a fact which I commend 
to the parents of American heiresses in view 
of the recent attempts made by self-styled 
Princes ~Karageorgevitch to secure the 
hands, and more especially the fortunes of 
fair daughters of Uncle Sam. 

It is perfectly true that Alexandér Kara- 
georgevitch ruled over Servia from 1842 to 
1858. But it was as Turkish Governor, and 
as a species of Viceroy for the Sultan, to 
Whose empire Servia at the time belonged, 
In the Ottoman: firman or decyee appoint- 
ing Alexander Karageorgevitch Governor 
General of Servia he was invested with the

same manner as the Turkish Governors of 
Roumania, Samos, and other Christian prov- 
tnees of the Sultan. But the firman, which 
Was communicated by the Porte to all the 
foreign powers, expressly stated that the 
title of Prince was purely personal, and part 
and parcel of the dignity of Governor Gen- 
eral, that it could not be borne by any other 
member of the Prince’s family, neither by 
his sons nor by his daughters, and that the 
Governor Generalship of Servia was not in 
any way hereditary, but a mere official ap- 
poirttment, analogous to that, for instance, 
of Lord Curzon as Viceroy off India, and 
terminal either through death or dismissal. 

Prince Alexander was dismissed and Mi- 
chael Obrenowitch was appointed by the 
Sublime Porte as Prince and Viceroy in his 
stead, the dignity being transformed some

HITS YOUTSEY 
IN GOEBEL CASE | 


Testimony of Taylor’s Secre- 
tary More Damaging to 
Clark than Powers. 


McKENZIE TODD ON STAND 


Saw Henry Youtsey at a Window 
in the State House with a 
Gun in His Hand. 


TALK WITH STENOGRAPHER, 


Georgetown, Ky., July 26.—[Special.]—In 
support of the contention that a conspiracy 
existed to kill William Goebel, McKenzie 
Todd, who was Private Secretary to Gov--’ 
ernor Taylor, was placed on the stand by 
the commonwealth today in the trial of Caleb 
Powers. His evidence was far more damag- 
ing to Henry Youtsey than to the man on 
trial. In fact, in the effort to show the ex- 
istence of a conspiracy a case has been made 
out against Youtsey so black that unless 
it can be disproved it is difficult to see how 
he can testify against Powers without in- 
criminating himself. It is yet a matter of 
doubt whether Youtsey will be permitted to 
testify against Powers, though it seems to 
be established that Youtsey had possession 
— Powers’ office on the day of the assassina- 
tion. 

Todd was the first witness of the day, and 
Powers seemed much pleased at the result 
of his ‘examination. He told of frequent 
conferences between Powers, Culton, Treas- 
urer Day, and others, but there was nothing 
incriminating in the testimony. Youtsey 
was a frequent visitor to the Governor's 
—.— doing stenographic work for Governor 

aylor. 

“How did Youtsey happen to be doing 
were his private secretary?” he was asked.

Saw Youtsey with a Gun. 
Witness said he saw Powers and Youtsey | 
together twice between Jan. 25 and Jan. 30.

Yout- 
sey was at the center window of the office.

ROARING WHIRLPOOL OF 
THE DRAINAGE CANAL. 
New Hero Is Created When the Joliet 

Man, Quite Against His Wishes, Is 


Sucked Down Under the Flood of 
Sluice Gate No. 2. 


Joliet, III., July 25.—[(Special. }—Peter Smith 
of Joliet thinks he is entitled to be classed 
with the daring ones who have shot the 
Niagara rapids. He was the first person to 
go through the roaring whirlpool of the 
Drainage Canal at the Lockport controlling 
works and come out alive. He is willing to 
be the last. 

Smith made the trip this morning, going 
down twenty-one feet under the big sluice 
gate known as No. 2. But he did not do it 
voluntarily. Superintendent Michael Ryan, 
who has charge of the work at the gates, 
and John Herman, one of his assistants, 
had a narrow escape from accompanying 
Smith on his perilous trip. 

Sluice gate No. 2 had been raised, so all 
the water that passes from the drainage 
canal to the river bed was going under 
that gate, which has been lifted about four 
feet from the bed of the channel. 

Smith, Ryan, and Herman started from the 
landing raft in a small boat. The eddying 
current drew the boat into the edge of the 
whirlpool.
